SCORES of jobs are to be creat¬ 
ed in Harlow in a boost to the 
town which is still reeling from 
the loss of more than 400 posts 
in the wake of the credit crunch. 

This week’s announcement that two 
companies are intending to start 
recruiting comes as some relief fol¬ 
lowing the news earlier this year that 
some of the town’s biggest employers, 
including travel firm Tui and pharma¬ 
ceuticals giant GlaxoSmithKline, were 
planning major staff cutbacks. 

Print firm Blue Printing will soon com¬ 
plete a multi-million pound move to the 
town and is looking to bolster its work¬ 
force while fast-food chain McDonald’s is 
hoping to employ more than 80 new staff

at its Harlow outlets. 

McDonald’s is taking on new workers 
after sustained growth across the UK has 
seen the burger chain serve an extra two 
million customers a month. 

Tony Fagg, who owns the franchises 
for the town’s four McDonald’s restau¬ 
rants, said: “Creating new jobs is great 
for the local communities and my busi¬ 
ness alone will be recruiting around 80 
local people to fulfil roles generated by 
this growth.” 

London firm Blue Printing has recent¬ 
ly acquired a 4,645 sq.m, site on the 
Templefields industrial estate for a 
reported £2m following an astonishing 82 


per cent increase in turnover last year. 

It is currently in the process of transfer¬ 
ring its operations to the new premises. 

The increased workload will result in 
the creation of new jobs when the site 
becomes fully operational, which is 
expected to be before the end of the year 

A company spokesman told the Star: 
“It’s difficult to say at the moment how 
many positions we will be looking to fill 
but we’ll certainly have a better idea 
towards the end of October.” 

The news has been welcomed by 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell who described it 
as a positive sign during the current eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

“At a time when I know the economic 
situation is difficult it is very heartening 
that new jobs are coming to Harlow,” he 
said.

Summit meeting to 
review arts threat 


A MAJOR conference is due to 
take place in Harlow which 
organisers hope will revive the 
fortunes of the town’s arts 
scene. 

The summit meeting to discuss the 
future of arts provision in the town has 
been called by Harlow Arts Council 
after it lost its tenancy of the Latton 
Bush Centre because of a rent hike. 

HAC chairwoman Jackie Storey said 
on Monday: “When we lost Latton

Bush we could not do what we really 
wanted to which was to become a local 
communicator for arts in the town. 

“Since we lost the centre we are also 
unable to give grants because we don’t 
have an income as we used to when we 
could hire out rooms at Latton Bush .” 

Mrs Storey also added the current 
threat to arts in the town needed 
addressing, including the future of the 


Victoria Hall Theatre and recent 
changes to The Playhouse. 

“The conference will give an oppor¬ 
tunity for all groups to meet each other 
and discuss things of current interests 
and concerns, “ she added. 

The conference is to be held on 
September 20 at the Harlow Study 
Centre in Waterhouse Moor, starting at 
10am. It will include a speech from cul¬ 
ture minister Margaret Hodge on the 
national arts scene. 

There will also be contributions from 
Harlow MP Bill Rammell and Duke 


Dobbing, head of external relations for 
the successful Snape Makings Concert 
Hall in Suffolk. 

Also included on the itinerary are 
three workshops, one each on literature, 
performance and fine arts where dele¬ 
gates can have a say about the future. 

The HAC annual meeting will also 
take place on the day. The cost is £8 per 
person which will cover the cost of 
food. Application forms for tickets are 
available from The Gibberd Gallery, St 
John’s ARC in Old Harlow and Harlow 
Museum in Muskham Road. 


A PUPIL who hacked in to the computer 
system at Mark Hall School has escaped 
prosecution despite owning up. 

Essex Police confirmed this week that 
the 14-year-old admitted he was behind 
the incident reported in the Star last 
month. 

But rather than arrest and charge the 
youngster, officers issued him with a 
formal reprimand, a police warning 
which can be given to persons under 18 
who have not committed offences before 
and who admit their wrongdoing.

Epping, Harlow, B.St’frd 
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Arson attack accused in court 


TWO teenagers charged with the 
murder of Harlow woman Kerry 
Youngs in an arson attack three 
years ago have been remanded in 
custody pending a further hear¬ 
ing later this year. 

The accused, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, 
appeared at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Friday to answer 
charges of murder, causing griev¬ 
ous bodily harm with intent and 
arson with intent to endanger life. 


Both will remain in custody 
until a plea and directions hear¬ 
ing on October 31. 

Three other people - a 39- 
year-old woman and a 15-year- 
old girl from Harlow and a 37- 
year-old man from Woodford 
Green - also appeared at court on 
the same day charged with con¬ 
spiracy to pervert the course of 
justice.

THOUSANDS of pounds worth 
of alcohol confiscated from 
youngsters was symbolically 
poured away as authorities in 
Harlow launched a new crack¬ 
down on underage drinking. 

Bottles of spirits, alcopops, cider, 
beer and wine were emptied into a 
large tub at The Water Gardens on 
Friday because legally confiscated 
alcohol must be destroyed.

of test-purchasing and education to 
ensure children are unable to buy alcohol 
for themselves or ask others to buy it for 
them. 

Nick Churchill, chairman of Harlow 
Council’s licensing committee said: 
“Underage drinking can lead to anti¬ 
social behaviour so that’s why it’s impor¬ 
tant we work together to tackle it. 

“This campaign starts a new assault on 
underage drinking. It will see action 
taken against premises and alcohol taken 
from the hands of children in the street.” 

He added: “We will send out a strong 
message through this campaign that we 
are not finished yet and that we 
won’t tolerate underage alco¬ 
hol sales, underage drinking or 
buying of alcohol for chil¬ 
dren.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
Essex Ambulance Service, a 
member of the Safer Harlow 
Partnership, said ambulance 
crews were often called out to 
underage drinkers suffering 
from either the effects of alco¬ 
hol - such as vomiting or pass¬ 
ing out - or alcohol-related 
incidents like falls.

I’VE been followng the whole 
recycling story as it has started to 
unravel and I have a few questions I 
hope one of our newly elected 
councillors will deign to answer. 
Firstly, with the announcement of the 
council’s embarrassing financial 
situation, where is the money coming 
from for these shiny new wheelie 
bins? 

Secondly, while we’re talking 
finances, who will be paying for the 
new bin lorries that we shall need to 
pick up these wheeled wonders? It 
wasn’t so very long ago that people 
were being told that unless they lived 
in areas such as Church Langley they 
couldn’t have wheelie bins as there 
were only two lorries that could pick 
them up. 

My third question is this; has the 
council checked that these bins, once 
full, are still going to be light enough 
for the binmen to lift? Or are we 
going to have a situation in a couple 
of years where we’ll be expected to 
carry and deposit our own bins into 
the lorries (which has happened in 
other areas) because of health and 
safety regulations? 

A further thought; will we get any 
cast-iron guarantees that food waste 
will remain a weekly collection or 
will we find it trimmed back to 
fortnightly in a couple of years as it 
won’t be deemed cost-effective to 
collect such a small amount weekly? 
I’d like to know if the council has any 
plans for our current blue boxes and 
bags. Will they collect them and 
recycle them? 

I’m also keen to hear what the plans 
are for those houses that are going to 
struggle to accommodate the 
replacement bins because I’m 
assuming there is an actual plan, not 
just a feverent hope that people will 
put up and shut up. 

My final question is this; how is the 
council going to assist pensioners and 
the disabled in getting their bins 
outside, particularly if they can’t 
manage to get them to the front of the 
property? Will they have the binmen 
coming into the garden to collect 
them? 

I’m concerned that, as yet, nobody 
has come forward and clearly set out 
in detail what these new plans will 
entail. Instead it seems that the 
bombshell has been dropped with 
little or no thought for the 
consequences or our concerns.

Stop the spin 

SIR, Star readers need to be mindful 
that, despite last week’s front page 
story headlined “Jambuster”, the 
proposals to widen the A414 between 
the Ml 1 roundabout at Hastingwood 
and the junction with Southern Way 
have not been approved and funded 
but only shortlisted. 

As with the other story about a bypass 
- Bill Rammell had a meeting with 
another junior minister and then 
issued a press release - we need to see 
the colour of the Government’s money 
before drawing any conclusions. 

The town will need more than £5m to 
cope with the 20-30,000 new cars that 
will be generated by 16,000 new 
houses. 

These road scheme announcements 
could go the same way as Harlow 
College’s March 2006 announcement 
that Anglia Ruskin University was to 
invest in a brand new building in 
Harlow. As the Star reported more 
than two years later the proposals are 
still in the embryonic stage with no 
official drawings even submitted. 

All politicians need to calm down, 


resist spinning stories and focus on 
real schemes with confirmed funding. 
Perhaps an update on plans to increase 
the sewage treatment capacity at Rye 
Meads, if there are any, might be 
more relevant to the growth plans for 
Harlow

Swift decisions 

SIR, We may rightly wonder how 
much light has been shone on Harlow 
Council’s finances by the letter from 
the Labour group leaders, except to 
admit there were “problems”. (Star, 
August 7). 

What I can say is that there were 
overspends by the previous 
Labour/Liberal Democrat 
administration on the capital budgets 
last year which required swift 
decisions to balance the books when 
we came into power in May. 

These resulted in a combination of 
some investment projects being 
pushed into next year and some 
additional borrowing which was not 
planned. The previous administration 
may have been thinking about what to 
do but left the hard decisions to us at 
the policy and resources committee in 
June. 

All of these issues arise from the 
severe financial problems of the 
2007/8 financial year arising from 
over optimistic expectations of money 
coming in (from the ‘something will 
turn up’ school of financial 
management) and the emergency 
(panic?) measures of mopping up 
after the black hole. 

There is still the £4m investment 
budget for this year for which there is 
no money at the moment. Of that, 
£lm is already committed for safety 
projects or where we are contractually 
committed. There are plans to cover 
this spending but the fragile state of 
the national economy makes 
forecasting income from asset sales 
very difficult. 

With regard to reserves, £420,000 is 
being taken from earmarked reserves 
this financial year to deal with two 
issues. One was additional severance 
costs (£207,000) that could not be 
capitalised as part of the 2008/9 
budget and the other was a number of 
one-off items of expenditure 
(£213,000). 

Last year £220,000 was taken from 
specific reserves to finance severance 
costs associated with the swimming 
pool closure and another £400,000 
taken from the insurance fund to help 
fill the £1.8m black hole. A million 
from reserves to prop up planned 
spending is not sound financial 
management because we are gambling 
that nothing untoward will strike at 
Harlow - floods, storms, terrorism, 
catastrophes - which could easily 
swallow our current reserve of just 
£2m in one day. 

It would require a huge amount of 
spin to suggest the council’s finances 
are in a good state. A lot of work has 
gone on since May to manage the 
situation but there is still more to do.

Debt dilemma 

SIR, I am finding it hard to 
understand just how Harlow Council 
is meant to solve its major financial 
problem. They say they are £3.5m in 
debt but it could possibly be as much 
as £10m. 

The council is to blame for the 
financial crisis - all parties included - 


but I am sure they are doing 
everything they can to make up the 
deficit with the minimum disruption 
to the residents. 

If they put up the council tax then we 
will not see an improvement in 
services as the bulk of the increase 
will go on paying off debts as 
opposed to improving services. If they 
sell off assets then there will be little 
impact on the cost to the taxpayer. 
However, there will be a reduction in 
services and facilities. 

It’s a no-win situation for the council 
and they should have realised this 
sooner. 

One way of solving the problem 
would be to increase contributions 
from central government. As I 
understand it, if central government 
cut its contribution by one per cent, 
then the council must make up the 
difference which is an increase on our 
council taxes by as much as five per 
cent before any annual increase the 
council makes anyway. 

If the council asks the Government to 
increase its contribution we may well 
end up not having to lose out at all. 
However, I can see that the way out 
the council will use is to sell off some 
assets at the same time as putting up 
taxes. 

In the long run, though, that debt will 
not come down without some sort of 
major changes and someone 
somewhere will lose out through the 
incompetence of Harlow Council, 
whoever has been running it over the 
past few years.

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College quits town's 
education consortium 


A GROUND-breaking partner¬ 
ship of Harlow’s education prov¬ 
iders has been dealt a blow with 
the news that the town’s college is 
to give up its membership. 

College authorities confirmed this 
week that they are severing ties with 
Harlow Education Consortium and will 
no longer pay the annual subscription. 

HEC, which comprises 50 of the town’s 
learning providers and is the largest body of its 
kind in the country, has been praised for help¬ 
ing schools to share examples of best practice 
and improving education in the town. 

But college principal Colin Hindmarch, 
told the Star the college was capable of work¬ 
ing with local schools without the assistance 
of the consortium and that the money it has 
been paying for membership - around £3,500 
a year - could be better spent elsewhere. 

“In return for the annual subscription HEC 
provides a number of services but the college 
has made no use of any of those services for 
many years,” said Mr Hindmarch. “It simply 
makes no business sense to continue paying. 

“This isn’t a criticism of HEC. All I’m say¬ 
ing is that none of the services it provides are 
of particular benefit to us. 

“If I was running a primary school rather 
than a college then I’m sure I would find a lot

of those services invaluable, but schools don’t 
have access to the same range of services as 
we do.” 

Mr Hindmarch said he did not believe the 
move would have a detrimental effect on co¬ 
operation between the town’s education 
providers. 

“Regular meetings take place between local 
schools and the college and these are not 
organised by HEC,” he said. “I’m very confi¬ 
dent that there is a close working relationship 
between Harlow’s schools and us - more so 
than ever before - and I don’t believe that us 
not paying our subscription to HEC jeopardis¬ 
es that.” 

However, Harlow MP Bill Rammell said he 
was concerned by the development and hoped 
the college would reverse its decision. 

“I believe it’s far better when schools and 
the college work in co-operation in Harlow 
and the consortium has been a very effective 
way of achieving that,” he said. 

The Star contacted HEC but at the time of 
going to press nobody was available for com¬ 
ment.

A SUMMER call for blood has come 
with an added request for people to 
watch their diets to ensure they keep 
their red stuff in tip-top condition. 

During the holiday period, the number of 
donations to blood banks routinely drops by 
about 20 per cent. 

But locally, National Blood Service staff have 
noticed another problem, with many of those who 
do make the trip having to be turned away because 
their level of haemoglobin is too low. 

As many as one in 20 would-be donors who attend 
sessions in Harlow and Epping are unable to give 
blood for this reason and, in most cases, it is 
because their diet does not contain enough iron. 
NBS spokesman Gareth Bell said: “Iron is 
important to keep your levels of haemoglobin up, 
which is why it is so important to eat foods 
containing iron to maintain healthy blood. 

Examples of foods that are iron-rich are meat such 
as lamb or beef, as well as beans, other pulses and 
green vegetables. We hope this campaign will 
highlight the important connection between a 
healthy diet and healthy blood and will encourage 
people to come and donate.” 

The NBS is also encouraging regular donors not to 
forget because of summer distractions, and for those 
heading to exotic holiday destinations to donate 
before they go because malaria jabs can prevent 
people making donations for up to six months.

COUNCIL chiefs have been 
told they hold the key to giv¬ 
ing Harlow’s small business¬ 
es a much-needed boost - as 
figures show only a fraction 
of the authority’s budget is 
spent in the town. 

As the credit crunch tightens its 
grip on the local economy, Essex 
business leaders are calling on 
Harlow Council to spearhead a 
culture of localism by using firms 
based in and around the town to 
supply more of its goods and 
services. 

Launched by the Federation of 
Small Businesses, the drive is being 
backed by the council’s own chairman 
Tony Hall, who has agreed to attend a 
briefing event in November organised 
specifically to encourage local com¬ 
panies to bid for council contracts. 

It is hoped the meeting, which will 
also be attended by the FSB’s national 
chairman John Wright, will mark a 
turning point in the council’s relation¬ 
ship with the local business communi¬ 
ty. 

A new website will also be set up 
later in the year to help businessmen 
in the town find out about contracts 
that they can bid for. 

Compared with other councils in 
Essex, Harlow performs poorly when 
it comes to spending its money local¬ 
ly. Whereas Tendring Council spends 
48.5 per cent of its budget within its

own district and more than 50 per cent 
within the county, Harlow spends just 
11.7 per cent of its budget in the town 
and 27.5 per cent in Essex. 

However, its spending within the 
county is only just shy of the FSB’s 
national target for councils of 30 per 
cent. 

Mid and North West Essex branch 
spokesman Keith Brown said: “If you 
compare Harlow Council to our target 


for local authorities, they are not far 
off. Harlow are doing okay and they 
are making a big effort to do better. 

“We now have the support of 
Councillor Hall which is very wel¬ 
come and we expect Harlow to be well 
up the league table next year.” 

Mr Hall said using local firms 
would help create jobs in the town and 
benefit the environment. 

“The aim is to create more local 
jobs so residents can work locally and 
not be forced to commute to find good 
quality employment. That has environ¬ 
mental benefits as well as economic 
ones,” he said.

k AS SING quietly this month, 
"rather like a one-time respected 
pillar of the community who 
dies an unloved recluse, was the 
Harlow Citizen newspaper. 

Given that for the past 28 years the Citizen, 
under varying guises, has been the Star’s 
leading rival, you might expect some 
gloating from these quarters. Far from it. 

To those of us who work in the press, it is a sad 
day when any newspaper is forced to close. And 
in the case of the Citizen, its demise marks the 
end of an era not just for Harlow but for the 
newspaper industry as a whole. 

Launched on May 1, 1953 and costing 2d from 
local newsagents, the Citizen was not only the 
first newspaper dedicated to serving the newly 
built town of Harlow but was the first 
established in any of Britain’s post-war New 
Towns. 

Previously, the burgeoning Harlow community 
had relied on rural-focused papers such as the 
West Essex Gazette, Bishop’s Stortford’s Herts & 
Essex Observer or the Hertford-based 
Hertfordshire Mercury & County Press, all of 
which buried snippets of Harlow news away in 
small, obscure columns. 

In contrast, the Citizen 
promised to be at the 
heart of its community. 
The first edition led on a 
scoop about proposals to 
give Harlow its own local 
council. Meanwhile, the 
front page picture was of 
three-year-old Stephen 
Cliff, the first baby to 
have been born in the 
New Town. 

Inside, features included 
the gossip column 
“Citizen’s Diary: Around 
The Town” as well as 
“Citizen of the Week” 
which, in this first 
edition, was councillor 
and educationalist J.P. 
Brown. 

Most of the writing was 
anonymous, notable 
exceptions being in the 
column “Our Children” 
by Mary Ross, which 
featured parenting advice, 
and the sports coverage 
by Ken Cook (who much 
later on became editorial 
director of the Star). 
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While perhaps dry and 
wordy by today’s 
standards, the Citizen was 
bright, modem, fresh and 
forward-looking for its 
time. Indeed, it went on to 
win many awards and 
became one of the most 
highly respected local 
newspapers in Britain. 

This success continued for 
many years, even into the 
1970s when it merged with 
the rival Gazette to 
become the Harlow 
Gazette & Citizen. 

In an editorial column 
introducing itself to 
readers, the first edition 
proclaimed: “One of the 
main objects of the Harlow 
Citizen will be to play a 
large part in binding 
together the old and new to 
make Harlow not only an 
exciting new town but a 
unified whole. It will be a 
matter of policy to 


encourage local 
organisations in every way 
possible.” 

Going on to talk about the 
considerable investment 
and risk involved in 
establishing the paper, it 
added: “The Harlow 
Citizen is being published 
to supply an essential 
service to a developing 
community in whose 
future the proprietors of 
this journal have a 
profound faith.” 

It continued: “Completely 
independent, we attach 
ourselves to no sect or 
party, political or religious, 
and we offer the citizens of 
Harlow what we believe to 
be an unrivalled news 
service, presented in the 
best traditions of good 
journalism - accuracy in 
news, responsibility in 
views and dignity in 
presentation. 


“By that we stand or fall, 
confident that the verdict 
of the years will be that, 
not only was the Citizen 
the first newspaper to be 
published in any new town 
but that it also set a new 
standard in local 
newspapers, both from an 
editorial and production 
viewpoint.” 

Indeed it was and indeed it 
did. But also, by those 
standards set out on day 
one, it has now fallen. 

By the time of its demise, 
the paper founded on such 
high initial principles had 
become a shadow of its 
former self, owned by an 
American media giant and 
trying to serve the New 
Town its founders loved so 
dearly from 10 miles away 
in Epping. 

What an unfortunate end 
to a story which began 
with such noble aims.

Running cars on 
household waste 

CARS may be expensive to run and 
contribute to global warming but a 
team of forward-thinking scientists 
think they could change all that - 
by using rubbish as fuel! 

The boffins have found an ingenious way to 
transform household waste into something called 
bio-ethanol which can be mixed with petrol and 
used to power cars. 

The researchers claim it”s a much more 
environmentally-friendly way of getting out and 
about, giving off 90 per cent less greenhouse 
gases than petrol and saving on trips to the dump. 

It's now thought that a million tonnes of rubbish 
could be used to run more than a million cars. 

The findings are a result of 15 years of complicated 
experiments during which the scientists have 
discovered ways of turning bio-degradable rubbish 
- like paper and vegetable waste - into fuel. 

By heating the waste products to a very high 
temperature, the gases released are mixed with 
special bacteria which convert the rubbish into bio¬ 
ethanol. 



In countries like Brazil lots of cars already run on 
this eco-friendly fuel but there it is made using 
plants grown in fields. 

But by using rubbish instead of plants, crops can 
be kept for food.

Train firms 
to focus on 
punctuality 

FURTHER improvements to train 
services through Harlow are on the 
cards. 

Rail operator National Express 
East Anglia and track owner Network 
Rail announced this week that punc¬ 
tuality targets for the past year had 
been surpassed, rising from 87.1 per 
cent to 90.2 per cent. 

Although this figure marks the 
highest level of punctuality on the 
network for a decade, the two com¬ 
panies said further improvements 
were needed to the service, especial¬ 
ly in light of the major disruption on 
the Liverpool Street line when over¬ 
running engineering works caused 
havoc for commuters in the New 
Year. 

They have announced a new joint 
improvement plan to tackle the issues 
which have caused problems in the 
past year including technical faults 
and fatalities on the tracks. 

Network Rail Anglia route director 
Patrick Hallgate said: “Together we 
recognise punctuality is a key issue 
among passengers. 

“The plan developed in partner¬ 
ship with NEAA addresses this, 
demonstrating the range of commit¬ 
ted steps that we are taking to 
increase service consistency across 
the network.”

Time for another walk in the dark 


DARK CITY: DIRECTOR’S CUT 

(Entertainment In Video, 15, retail) 

Writer/director Alex Proyas’ Dark City is an 
astonishing visual feast, a conceptually bold 
blending of nightmarish dystopian sci-fi and film 
noir stylings redolent of classic movies, all woven 
around a grim mystery which subtly raises 
questions about the nature of memory and identity. 
First released in 1988, film-goers were probably 
expecting something more linear and along the 
lines of the director’s previous hit The Crow, and it 
certainly didn’t help that a nervous studio insisted 
on adding an opening monologue which pretty 
much gave the game away from the first few 
frames. 

Thankfully, this long-overdue director’s cut restores 
the film to what should have been, removing the 
voice-over and reinstating material to round out the 
characters and their plight. 

John Murdoch (Rufus Sewell) wakes up confused 
and naked in a strange hotel room with the body of 
a murdered woman. He barely has a chance to 
draw breath before the cops (led by William Hurt) 
are hounding his steps for a series a brutal killings. 
He’s also dogged by a creepy doctor (Keifer 
Sutherland) and nightclub singer Emma (Jennifer 
Connolly), who claims to be his wife - although he 
has no memory of her. 

His quest for the truth or, rather, for the apparent 
reality of the situation, is further hampered in that 
each time he awakes in this city of perpetual night, 
everything has changed; the buildings have shifted 
or vanished, squalid small rooms have opened up 
into opulent apartments and although the faces 
around him are familiar, the people wearing them 
seem to have morphed into new roles with no 
memory of their previous incarnations. 

Most sinister of all are John’s encounters with the 
strange, pale-faced men in black (including The 
Rocky Horror Picture Show's Richard O’Brien) who 
seem to be the architects of his, and the city’s, 
confusion. 

To say more would serve the function of the 
intrusive voice-over, suffice it to say that what 
appears to be a paranoid conspiracy eventually 
strikes a deeply poignant chord with John’s aching 
desire to establish a coherent past and the slender 
possibility of a future hope in his personal Eldorado 
at the seemingly unreachable Shell Beach. 

Dark City is a film to savour over and again, its rich 
and complex visuals evoking the Expressionist 
spirit of Metropolis, Nosferatu and M, along with 
something of the haunting tone of Edward 
Hopper’s paintings and the very best of 
Hollywood’s classic crime melodramas.

Heroes star Milo Ventimiglia goes some distance to 
showcase his dark side in this blackly amusing and 
very graphic medical thriller. 

He plays Dr Ted, top of his class and freshly 
returned from noble works overseas to take an 
internship in one of America’s most highly regarded 
pathology departments. 

Straight away, he finds himself at odds with the 
rather self-regarding and irreverent group of 
students already in situ, who pride themselves on 
their abilities to make insightful forensic diagnoses 
in the most testing of cases. 

However, it’s not long before they accept him into 
their hard-partying inner circle and seduce him into 
participating in their ghoulish extra curricula 
activities - namely, pulling off the perfect murder in 
such a way as fellow team-mates can’t figure out 
how it was done. 

Pulled into this morbid group hobby, Dr Ted shortly 
finds himself conducting half-assed autopsies with 
them while sucking on a crack pipe in the dead of 
night, much to the concern of his hot lawyer 
girlfriend and the department’s head. 

But when he attempts to call it day, his fellow 
conspirators are less than pleased and it looks like 
Dr Ted may well be next on the slab. 

Director Mark Scholermann directs this tale from 
writers/producers Brian Taylor and Mark Nevaldine, 
creators of the equally frenetic Crank, with a grisly 
brio, and misses no opportunity to cram in gory 
medical details or to ham up the broad gallows 
humour.

It starts out as a comedic crime caper, with 
seething minor villain David (Andy Serkis) and his 
flustered, ever-complaining brother Peter ( The 
League Of Gentlemen's Reece Shearsmith) arriving 
at a remote cottage with their ghastly, pneumatic 
kidnap victim Tracey ( Brookside's Jennifer Ellison, 
channelling a foul-mouthed Vicki Pollard). 

The extent of their utter incompetence is revealed 
pretty quickly and their little scheme is left in tatters 
when it turns out her gangster father has rumbled 
them and switched the ransom for a bag of tissues. 
But that’s the least of their worries - they’re out in 
Royston Vasey territory here and, following the dark 
mutterings of creepy locals, the film swerves 
gleefully into gory slasher territory when they cross 
the path of a psychotic, horribly scarred farmer.

A BLESSING on one 

hand, a hindrance on 
the other. There can 
be little denying that 
Volvo’s reputation for 
building sensible cars is 
alive and kicking. 

It’s a blessing in that, when it”s 
time to think grown-up car, Volvo is 
one of the first manufacturers that 
springs to mind. 

Reliable, solidly built and practical, 
drivers of larger Volvos soon find 
that the Swedish firm’s cars are as 
important to, and as capable at, 
family life as a sturdy house and a 
pet dog. 

But it’s a hindrance in that the 
button-down, two-point-four 
children existence isn’t one that 
many manufacturers are 
particularly comfortable with, 
preferring to market themselves as 
dynamic, youthful and exhilarating 
instead. 

Fortunately, Volvo now has the C30 
for the energetic hatchback market, 
which means it can concentrate on 
what it renowned for - sensible, 
practical and comfortable large 
cars. 


The S80 is one of those. Gone are 
the days when Volvo was associated 
with boxy and boring. The current 
generation of models keep the 
shape we’re all familiar with but 
have added an additional sleek 
element that gives them the 
fashionable, tailored look of an 
expensive suit. 

The S80 2.0D Sport benefits from 
those smart, distinctive good looks 
plus the addition of some 18-inch 
alloy wheels, but under the bonnet 
it’s all business with the two-litre 
diesel engine. 

The S80, and its V70 estate sister, 
are available with a surprisingly 
dynamic range of engines including 
the powerful D5 diesel, V8 petrol 
and even a Flexifuel option. But for 
solid motorway use, family holiday 
load lugging and all-round economy, 
it’s hard to look much further than 


the 2.0-litre diesel. 

The S80 is not a small car, 
competing against the likes of the 
substantial BMW 5 Series and Audi 
A6, so it’s impressive that the car 
achieves a quoted combined figure 
of nearly 50mpg. It is economy 
that’s achievable on road and not 
just on paper. The S80’s relaxed ride 
and long gearing encourages a more 
efficient driving style and low down 
torque means there’s little to be 
gained from attempting to thrash 
the unit, Sport badges or not. 

In truth, the Sport branding refers 
to trim level rather than any 
genuine performance credentials. 
With the exception of the larger 
alloys as standard, only the S80 
Sport’s three-way adjustable chassis 
can fly the sports flag. The Four-C 
set-up allows the driver to choose 
between comfort, sport and 


advanced settings, although the 
always active system automatically 
adjusts itself to tune chassis 
performance to driving style. 

The effects are noticeable, the 
comfort setting in particular 
offering enough benefit to make it 
worth reaching for the button. 
However, even with the more 
dynamic settings engaged the S80 
isn’t a car that responds with 
vigour to enthusiastic driving. The 
steering is responsive but not 
sensitive while the long throw on 
the six-speed manual box doesn’t 
lend itself to sporty changes. 

From the driver’s seat the car feels 
tailored for comfort and steady 
progress rather than dynamism. 
But the body roll and predictable 
under steer through corners 
translate into a cushioned and 
stately ride on the motorway, where 


the S80 is most at home. 

The Sport’s interior adds to the 
relaxed nature of the car. Leather 
seats combine well with brushed 
aluminium trim to create an 
extremely refined interior. 

In the front and rear the seats are 
well bolstered and comfortable. Leg 
and head room are good and a very 
large boot means the S80 can 
accommodate five adults and 
luggage with ease. 

The quality of build and materials 
leave no doubt as to the validity of 
Volvo’s strong reputation. The 
diesel unit can be a little raucous 
when cold or pushed hard, but wind 
and road noise are suppressed to an 
admirable standard and at 
motorway cruising speed the 
sensibly spaced gears make for a 
very refined experience. 

Interior ergonomics have clearly 
been carefully considered, too, with 
a high level of equipment neatly 
incorporated into stylish and 
intuitive fascias and controls. 

In truth, the S80 Sport doesn’t really 
live up to its name but it excels in 
the areas where we’ve all come to 
expect a big Volvo score highly 
If it’s a genuinely sporty drive you 
seek then look elsewhere, but for 
comfort, refinement, understated 
style and practicality, the S80 is up 
there with the finest.

It comes after a season in which 
his 400m personal best (PB) 
time has dropped from 49.80s to 
48.04s. 

His biggest achievement this 
year was when he claimed silver 
in the English National Schools 
Championships’ 400m event at 
Gateshead in July. 

He told Star Sport: “It will be 
good to compete against the 
four members of the Great 
Britain side who competed in 
the World Junior 
Championships. 

“Matthew Harrison will also be 
there. I train with him at 
Chelmsford [Athletic Club] and 
we push each other. I beat him 
in the South of England 
Championships and he beat me 
at the England Schools.” 

Hunt is hoping to use the 
AVIVA meeting as a chance to 
speak to Great Britain 400m 
runner Martin Rooney, who is 
competing for Great Britain at 
the Olympics in Beijing. 

“There is a warm-up area 
athletes go to and it would be 
good if I got to speak to Martin 
and ask him about things like 
race preparation and how many 
races I should be doing,” he 
said. 

Hunt also hopes to break the 
48.0s barrier up there. 

“I would like to get under 48 
seconds and this race takes me 
to the end of August when the 
season winds down.” 

Hunt pinpoints his improvement 
this summer to an increase in 
training sessions. “They have all 
added up and it has made a big 
difference. Before I was training 
twice a week and sometimes 
three times,” he said. 

Hunt’s dream is to represent GB 
in the 4x400m relay team at the 
London 2012 Olympics. “It’s 
the best two runners that 
compete in the individual event 
whereas the relay team has six,” 
he explained.

“A lot of teams I know do not carry a keeper 
on the bench. The chances of an injury are 
not the same as an outfield player. More 
outfield options give you the chance of extra 
points than an extra keeper on the bench. I 
do have [defender] Michael Gliddon as 
emergency cover.” 

After Sutton, Harlow travel to Tonbridge 
Angels in the league on Tuesday. 

Kirby added: “We had a tough game at 
Tonbridge last year. They work very hard and 
try to play football.”

Reprieved GB judo ace must 
take golden opportunity 



PETER Cousins was expected to 
start his quest to become the first 
ever Great Britain judo gold 
medallist at around 5am today 
(Thursday), writes ALAN SCOTT. 

The 27-year-old Harlow ace’s appear¬ 
ance at the Olympic Games was in doubt 
two years ago after he missed three drugs 
tests and was originally banned from 
Beijing. 

However, he won an appeal in 2006 and 
clinched his spot in China when he took 
silver at the World Judo Championships in 
Brazil a year ago. 

Cousins had a tough opening opponent 
in Beijing in the shape of Georgia’s Levan 
Zhorzholiani in the under-100kg class. 

The Eastern European came fifth in both 
the 2007 World and European 
Championships and claimed gold at the 
World Cup in Tbilisi, Georgia, this year. 

However, Cousins beat the Georgian en 


route to finishing fifth at this year’s 
European Championships. 

If the former Passmores School student 
was to lose this first round match, he 
would move to the repechage section, 
where he would still have a chance of a 
bronze medal. 

His goal however is the final on 
Saturday August 23, where he hopes to 
become the first ever GB judo gold medal¬ 
list at the Olympic Games. 

Great Britain last won judo medals at the 
Olympic Games in Barcelona in 1992. On 
that occasion athletes returned with a haul 
of two silvers and two bronze medals. 

Cousins headed to Beijing with high 
hopes, but it was a far cry to January 2006 
when the fighter had missed three routine 
doping tests. He appealed on the grounds 
that his offence was minor. 

The BOA (British Olympic Association) 
heard his case in November of that year. 
The BOA panel rejected his claim but did 


agree there were significant mitigating cir¬ 
cumstances and reprieved him. 

It said that at the time of the missed tests 
there were “technological teething prob¬ 
lems and some understandable confusion”. 

Cousins’ appeal followed the case of 
Manchester United footballer Rio 
Ferdinand, who was banned from the 2004 
European Championships for missing 
three drugs tests. 

Great Britain runner Christine 
Ohuruogo was subsequently cleared to 
take part in the Olympics after she missed 
three drugs tests. 

Now it’s down to the Harlow ace to 
make sure his reprieve counts. 

Speaking to Star Sport before he left for 
Beijing, Cousins was in defiant mood. “I 
can be world class. It’s all about being 
aggressive at the right time. I need to pro¬ 
duce my best,” he said.

Acer flush with success as gold beckons 


ACER Nethercott and his Great Britain 
eights rowing team will go for gold in 
Sunday’s final after conquering all before 
them in their heat on Monday. 

Speaking to Star Sport moments after his 
team’s victory, Harlow-based Nethercott, the 
cox, said: “The stopwatch doesn’t lie and I 
knew we were on course throughout the race. 
“It’s been six weeks since we raced anyone, 
it’s been like starting again. We had a good, 
solid row.” 

The GB men’s team reached the final in 
emphatic style, beating USA and dark horses 
China, who came in third. 

The crew consists of cox Nethercott, plus 
East Herts-based Tom Stallard, Colin Smith, 
Matt Langridge, Alastair Heathcote, Josh 
West, Richard Egington, Tom Lucy and Alex 
Partridge. 

Listening intently to the commands of 
Nethercott the crew maintained a stroke rate 
in the high 30s in the early stages of the race 
as they trailed in third at the 500m mark 
behind China and USA. 

But they then moved strongly and took a 
lead which they never relinquished, and were 
3.69 seconds up at the 1,500m mark.
